attractive figure. The feur of exposure and 
public scandal hasa terribly laxative effect 
on the purse-strings of people who—no matter 
how innocent—have fallen into compromising 
situations. Any one who will take tue trouble 
to read Gaborian’s fascinating story of ‘‘The 
Slaves of Paris will understand now ashrewd, 
unscrupuions Mascarot can wake black mat a 
profitable protession in aay large city. 

A QUEBR YOUNG DETECTIVE.

Russell turned up in St. Louis. He is now 
sbout twenty-two vears of age. He isof Angio- 
Hebraic origin. His father during the war was 
a biockade runner and quinine smuggler. 
After the war young Russel located in New 
York. From tiere he driited to Chicago, and 
was employed as a hotel bell-voy. Then he 
turned up aiter a season asa ary goods clerk 
at Bioomington, III. He lett that place ander 
a cloud, lesving debts contracted in a fairl) 
successful endeavor to lead a fast life. It was 
in 1878 that he struck St. Louis, finding em- 
ployment with the ‘‘Farmous.’” Ile teil into 
troubie there, and came near giving the law u 
hard rub. He was once empioyed by Stiles’ 
Detective Awentcy, abd was discharged for 
erookedness and uureliabliity. Afterward be 
Was emploved by the McDonough Agency, and 
served so taithfully that the Captain was 
compell d to cane him to get rid ot him. While 
ian the employ of reputable agencies he picked 
up a good deal of private fam information 
and this he is now turning to account.

The intent was vury Clear. Pub- 
licity was what was desired. Gentlemen 
seeing their names in unpleasant juxtaposition 
would pay bandsomeiy to have the suit qal- 
„ted The POsr<DISPATCH, being satisfied tunt 
Diackmall was meant, refused to pubiish, as 
Was customary, the paints of the petition. Tie 
olhberuewspapers of the city, beiuog simarly 
apprised, suppressed (he matter, aud thus the 
chief objret of the **Riusseil Agence was do 
jeated. Now Mr. Russell has commenced 
operations to have depositions taken before a 
compliant notary, under the infamous No 
tarixn] Law, the object being to ecandatuize the 
Citizens Who refuse to be further blackmailed 
by ham aud bts feliow-conspivators. 

It wus in relation to this suit thes the alleged 
Detective received his weil-merited «crub- 
bing at the Lindell Hotel. Tiere is a revoit 
against the biackmatier,and steps are now be 
ing taken to being the attention of the grand 
jury to the st Louis ‘'Mascarot.”’ The law on 
the subjectot biaekmating is very severe, and 
aitmay interest some pode jus now, we 
produce it here:

There is documentary evidence extant su- 
cient to send Mr. Reginald Maxwell Russell to 
the penitentiary, and it will pe used from this 
time benceforth with vigor. It is estimated 
thatthere are one thousand persons in St. 
Louls at this time, in various grades and sta- 
tions, who are paying blackmail of one kind 
and another. How many of them are on the 
books of the Russell Agency is not known. 

THE BLACKMAILER ESTIMATED. 

But over honest man in the community is 
deeply iuterested in the suppression of the 
professionai b ackmaltier. Tuere may be some

Folks was reported as sinkine 
rapidly this morning, and must necessarily die 
in à very short time. Both negroes are weil 
known in police circles throughout the conn 
try, and ovar the reputation of being men not 
to be trifled with when excited.

SHORT WEIGHTS IN GRAIN, 


Report of A. Gray to the Exchange Com. 
mittee. 


Mr. Andrew Gray, Who was lately sent over 
the Western Division of the Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pacific Railroad to inspect country ship- 
pers’ scales and manner of weighing out and 
shipping grainto St. Louis, bas returned and 
submitted his report to the Committee ou 
Short Weights of the Exchange. Mr. Gray 
visited all the stations along the line of the 
round and carefully examined into this ques 
tion of short weights, hearing the coinpiaints 
of shippers and personally @xamining their 
scales to see ifthey were correct. His report 
isa very full One, and covers about twenty- 


five stations. Some of the country siippers 
made no complaints in regard to shurt- 
uves in weights on grain shipped to St. 
Louis. It was lound that these shippers paid 
“reat attention to the coopering of the cars 
before they loaded them with grain. Tuey 
also nad expeneuced ana Careful men in their 
employ and their dealers were found to be 
eorreck. Other shippers reported shortages in 
weights running as high as 150 busheis to tiie 
car. Most of this loss in weight was in dats. 
The scales of some of these were found cor- 
rect and of others they were worn and light, 
not coming up to tue proper standard. Otheis 
loaded irom the wagon into the Car, not pass- 
ing the grain through an Clevator Or ware- 
house. The system of Weighing 
of some was very poor and more 
like guess-work. Several shippers said 
they had left the St. Louis mar- 
det on account of the excessive shortage 
in weights nere. Quite a number stated that 
they found —_ a difference in weights with 
certain St. Louis commission houses. One 
party said be had ‘‘found considerabie differ. 
ence in shortage in changing from one com- 
mission house to another.’’ Avsother had 
Deen changing his cousiguments from one st. 
Louis house to anotner until he had succeeded 
in having his Weights noid out here. Still 
another says he is inclined to do as little as 
pos#ibie With St. Louis until tne elevator man- 
agements show repentance and reform and 
the culmmission merchant® more euterprise 
and concern for the interests of their patrous.
